Response to Amendment 

1 . The amendment filed on February 22, 2005 under 37 CFR 1.111 is sufficient to 
overcome the Jovicic et al (5,855,007) reference. The amendment canceled Claims 7- 
19 and amended Claims 20-22. The currently pending claims considered below are 
Claims 1-6 and 20-23. 

Information Disclosure Statement 

2. A signed copy of the July 25, 2001 Information Disclosure Statement is attached 
hereto. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 101 

3. The amendment filed on February 22, 2005 canceled Claims 13-19, thus 
overcoming their rejection under 35 U.S.C. 101 for being directed to non-statutory 
subject matter in paragraph 2 of the previous Office Action. Therefore, the Examiner 
hereby withdraws that rejection. 
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Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

4. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless- 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

5. Claims 1-6 and 20-23 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated 
by Begum et al (5,420,6060). 

Claims 1-6, and 20: Begum discloses a system, method, and apparatus for 
delivering and redeeming coupons wirelessly, comprising: 

a. delivering an electronic coupon to a portable communication unit (col 2, 
lines 5-47 and col 3, lines 4-53); 

b. transmitting the coupon to a coupon provider via a wireless receiver 
upon activation via a user interface (col 2, lines 5-47; col 3, lines 4-53; and col 5, lines 
6-44); 

c. receiving approval to redeem the coupon from the coupon provider (col 
2, lines 5-47; col 3, lines 4-53; and col 5, lines 6-44); and 

d. calculate the final price for the item upon receiving the approval (col 2, 
lines 5-47 and col 5, lines 6-44). 



Claim 21 : Beoum discloses a method for delivering and redeeming coupons 
wirelessly as in Claim 20 above, and further discloses receiving a wireless 
acknowledgement from the merchant's redemption device (col 7, lines 54-57). 
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Claims 22 and 23: Begum discloses a method for delivering and redeeming 
coupons wirelessly as in Claim 21 above, and further discloses deleting the electronic 
coupon from storage upon receiving an electronic coupon deletion instruction (col 4, line 
63 - col 5, line 5 and col 7, lines 3-9). 

Response to Arguments 

6. Applicant's arguments with respect to claims 1-6 and 20-23 have been 
considered but are moot in view of the new ground(s) of rejection.
